Taking the lead at the start, the 
Edmonton flyer was never in trouble 
and romped across the finishing line 
in the fast time of 34.1914, which cuts 
ten seconds off Mecklenberg’s rceord. 
If there had been anybody to give 
him an argunent, Decoteau would 
have cut che time down considerably. 

It was more like- an autumn day 
than Christmas when Starter “Cappy” 
Smart gave the word to the seventeen 
eager runners. There were starters 
from all over the west, but all eyes 
were centred on Decoteau, as the re- 
cord of the Alberta champion proved 
that he was hard to beat. 

Mecklenberg, winner on several 
previous occasions, faced the starter, 
though his doctor had ordered him 
not to run, Gamely, he refused to 


j quit and though having no chance to 


win in his physical condition, started, 
in order that ‘the winner could say 
he had beaten him. Mecklenberg had 
not gone many miles before he was 
compelled to drop out.

WIRELESS FROM MOTOR CARS 


In Portlant. Ore, an Appratus H 
Been Perfected for Sending a 
Messages, 


(From the Portland, Ore, Papers.) 

Wireless telegraph communication 
rom a moving motor car has just been 
accomplished by O. P. Guildemeister 
and K.P. Preble on the streets of 
Portland. _Many attempts had been 
made previously, but in all cases the 
vibration from the motor of the cars 
rendered clectrical communication im= 
possible, . 

Tn this test a small. portable wire- 
less plant was installed on a 7-passen- 
ger. Speedwell car which was selected 
because of its smooth running motor. 
_ The wireless outfit is the smallest of 
its kind ever used. Jit is operated by 
six dry cells and weighs: only thirty 
pounds. Ground connections were 
made through the frame of the car 
with © movable wire running from the 
hub to the tire chain grips. It was 
found that a message could be received 
more readily when the car was in mo- 
‘tion over wet ground than when 
standing still on dry ground.

COOK BELIEVED 
HE FOUND POLE 


Discredited Explorer Tells Story 
of His Wanderings in the 
Arctic Regions 


New York, Dec. 27.—In this month's 
issue of Hampton’s Magazine which is 
publishing Dr. Frederick Cook's con- 
fession that he doesn’t know whether 
or not he reached the pole, the ex- 
plorer tells of the terrors he ex- 
perienced in the northern*® wilds. 

Cook, who will arrive in New York 
from Europe soon—probably next 
Wednesday—describes the fantacies 
produced by arctic conditions and <le- 
clares he was delirous in the last stage 
of his trip northward. 

“From the carly days of our jour - 
ney,” says Dr. Cook, “everything cen- 
tred about the idea of the pole. Then 
to bewilder one, to set one laughing 
with silly amusement of to fill one 
with a sense of awe, there early began 
a procession of imirages and optical il- 
lusions. The mental effect 1 find ét 
difficult to analyze. Sometimes these 
exaggerated transformations had_ the 
effect of bringing ‘far off objects ap- 
parently near to us. This often caus- 
ed confusion in estimating distances. 


Like Monsters of Nightmare 


“Just after Heiberg land had become 
a dull haze behind us, these fantastic 
unrealities of the north began to mani- 
fest themselves most. Peaks of snow 
were transformed into volcanoes, 
belching smoke; out of the pearly 
mist rose marvellous cities with fairy 
castles; huge creatures, misshapen and 
grotesque, writhed along the hori- 
zon, 

“These spectral denizens of the 
north accompanied us during the en- 
tire journey, and when fagged of brain 
and sapped of bodily strength, I felt 
my mind swimming in a sea of half 
consciousness, they filled me almost 
with lsorror, impressing me as the 
mousters One sees in a nightmare. 

“Travelling in wind that seemed to 
petrify the tlesh, the temperature mi- 
nus 40 degrees, or even minus 50 de- 
grees I'., the lashes of one’s eyes froze 
together as we winked. Our’ breath 
froze on our faces. Often we had to 
uncover our hands and apply, the 
warm palms to the face before it was 
possible to see. 

“When I recall the many — hair- 
breadth escapes from death, the haz- 
ards we took, and ‘feel again that 
physical and mental sufferitig, I won- 
der whether any living man would do 
this were he premeditating a lie. 


Made Many Wide Detours 


“That J did travel upward of: 2,500 
miles in some direction even my en- 
emies credit. Whether I went directly 
north or was diverted at times does 
not, cannot change the facts of my ex- 
perience. We made wide detours; at 
other times we had to retrace our 
steps and find new passages. — l’er- 
haps in doing *so I did become con- 
fused and over-estimated my proj- 
ress. Jf that is so, it isa fact neither 
Il nor any one else can settle now. 
Wherever I went, however, | maintain 
it was northerly, and I did reach a 
spot which I believed to be the pole. 

“My boys had the advantage of 
sleep. Ienvied them. Anyone who 
has suffered from insomnia may de 
ablie to in a small degree gauge my 
condition when sleep became impos- 
sible. ‘To reach the end of my jour- 
ney became the haunting, ever present 
goading thought of my wakeful exis:- 
ence, 

“From. the end of the polar night, 
late in February, up to the sleep of 
April ‘7, | estimated by various sys- 
tems of reckoning that we had covered 
a-distance which placed me over 200 
miles from my goal. 

Not Important to Science, He Says 

“T never expected that my accom- 
plishment of the pole, if I did it, would 
be regarded as a thing of great im- 
portance to science, which it is not. 
[ want to be honest in this, and right 
here, I say that any observations 1 
took were ‘taken, first iof all, for my 
own satisfaction to check our line of 
march. 

At a point which I calculated as 
twenty-nine miles from the pole we 
paused tu rest. Not possessing the 
strength ti build) snow houses, we 
used the silk tent. While the Eskimos 
slept I took observations. There we 
brewed an extra cup of tea, prepared 
a feast of pemmican broth, thus using 
an extra quantity of our precious fuel, 
and ate as much as we dared, still re- 
maining insanely hungry. My heart 
thumped, and pursuing our = march 
through the icy vacantnes8’ my imag- 
ination peopled the region with glori- 
ous things. 

“For a little while I forgot the an- 
guish of my bddy. I was hungry, 
thirsty, weak, dizzy with faintness, and 
I made the last upward marches in a 
delirium, Just what I felt then, just 
what happened, I do not know. There 
are in my notebook brief notes and 
calculations. 

“Tere a snowhouse was built and 
a round of observations taken. Un- 
questionably, I believed that on April 
21, 1908, we had reached the pole.”

There men who have 
sunk into despair from drink and have finally come into the clutches 
of the law for some nrinor offence are sent not to expiate crime, 
but to enjoy an opportunity to pull themselves together and get 
anew grip on life. (he treatment is the simplest in the world. lit 
'is-merely aljstinance and work. ‘The wsual surroundings of a’ prison 
are conspicuous by their absence. The fence is a rail fence and 
the doors are kept closed with loose pin hinges and rim knob locks. 
‘Mhe inmates do not run away; they do not want to. ‘Their sur- 
rounding are more. comfortable than the most. of them have en- 
joyed in the many recent years of their dissipated careers and 
ithe whole spint of the: institution is a promise of better things for 
the men who have found their way there. °“Prisoners” work in 
the fields, about the big dairy stables, in stone masonry and car- 
pentering. ‘They have built the buildings, made the :roads, installed 
the plumbing, the waterworks and the electric plant. Last year 
they raised the best crop in the province of Ontario. Next -year 
the institution will ibe self-sustaining. Not one hour of work is 
assigned to any man that is mot useful work, and few restrictions 
are placed on the inmates except that they conform to the not too 
strenuous regulations of the place—regulations which last sum- 
mer permitted a ball team anda football club, which sent men un- 
attended to town to get isupplies and haul stuff.to and from the 
farm, and which send men ‘into distant fields to do avork unattended. 
When their cure is effected the provincial secretary's department 
finds them a job. zi 

In all the hundreds of men treated at the Guelph farm practi- 
cally none have failed to benefit from ithe treatment. 
ai Of all these men, every onz goes tothe farm a down-and-outer. 
Dhey are all of the class which is seen in every police court in the 
dominion, shattered victims of drink or drugs, men who thave 
fallen so hopelessly into ithe clutches of their, besetting ‘sin that they 
no longer have strength within themselves to fight it off and must 
have aid from somewhere or they die, 

Every one who.thas had practical acquaintance with the police 
count knows how pathetically, how terribly anxious such men in- 
variably are to improve their condition, how deplorable are their 
unaided efforts and ‘how cruel is the treatment which makes them 
Jelons when they should be patients. Everyone who thas had ex- 
perience in such things knows how ineffective it is ito bring the 
inebriate into the police staton, find thim guilty of vagrancy, give 
him the regulation ten days, and then turn him doose with nothing 
but the disgrace of having been confined jn a common jail. Every- 
one acquainted avith the work of the police. knows how such men 
suffering from nothing so much as a poverty of character, slip into 
ways of patty theft, forgery, or frenzied finance of some kind and 
how finally, by easy stages on the downward path find their way 
into ithe prison for longer and longer iterms, which, if their habit 
does not quickly place them in the coroner’s hands, finally lands 
them in the penitentiary as incorrigibles. i Dee 

It is to try ‘to rebuild the manhood in these wrecks that the 
Ontario institution was established, and tthe experiment has proven 
the usefulness of such an institution so effectively that no province 
can be considered complete without one. j 

In Alberta there is a heterogeneous population, gathered from 
tthe four quarters of the Globe. Among them ds a large percentave 
of victims of drink and drugs.

SOMETHING IN REGINA

(Regina Leader) 

A matter frequently referred {0 
during the recent municipal elections 
was the desirability of securing the 
necessary amendment of -the city 
charter to provide for the granting 
of a householder’s votee. 

Under existing conditions, the man 
who owns a two of three hundred 
dollar lot is entitled to v@gte, while 
the man who is paying a monthly 
rental varying anywhere from $25 to 
$60 a month, is given no say what- 
ever in the selection of the men who 
shall administer the affairs of the 
city. The man with the lot may 
own nothing else in the world and 
his contribution to the city’s coffers 
may amount to only a few dollars a 
year, while the householder is in- 
directly contributing many ‘times 
that amount in taxes as well as in 
other ways directly benefitting the 
city as.a resident and citizen. 

It is not asked that householders 
should be given a vote on money by- 
laws, nor is it desirable that they 
should. have that privilege; it is only 
just, however, that they should be 
granted those bare rights of citizen- 
ship which confer upon #2 man some 
voice in the municipal government ot 
the city in which he ‘lives and 
spends his money and to” the unkeep 
of which he substantially, if indirect- 
ly contributes. 


PRISONERS ENTERTAINED 


Concert Given in Chapel of Local 
Gaol Was Greatly Appreciated. 


For the entertainment of the pris- 
oners in the penitentiary, an excellent 
concert avas given in the chapel of the 
goal yesterday «afternoon, in which 
1 number of prominent vocalists and 
instrumentalists took pant.

“JUDGE LYNCH” CLAIMED 
57 VICTIMS IN oro, 


All But Five Were Negroes—Majori- 
ty Were Lynched in Southern 
States. 


Chicago, Dec. 26—Only 57 lynch- 
ings occurred in the United States in 
1910, a much smaller number than in 
previous years. In 1909 the total was 
70. All but 5 of the 57. cases were 
negroes, and ten of those cases were 
ones in which the charges were of as- 
sault on women and girls. In all of 
the remaining the charge was attempt 
at criminal assault.

To add tto the thor- 
rors of istarvation, @ mysterious epi- 
demic has also attacked hem, with 
the result that 70 out of about 600 are 
‘dead, and many more are sick, The 
Indians ‘here are Dog ‘Ribs, and oare ni 
physically deteriorated ‘owtfit, seem- 
ingly wirhout ‘any stamina to ares 
disease. 'Nheir dogs have praatically 
all starved ito death already. — ‘Thi's 
is the first-time the police have pa- 
trolled to ‘Rae, and anany of ithe In- 
dians had mever seed a policeman ‘be- 
fore.
